It seem s th a t In spite of th e effort* 
o f the board of health the diphtheria 
epidem ic goes on unchecked. The n u m ­ 
ber of cases reported is q u ite a la r m ­ 
ing an d altho ug h it is claimed th a t the 
disease 
is 
not of 
a 
very m alig nan t 
form, yet w e surm ise th a t bu t for the 
p ro m p t atten tio n w hich each case re ­ 
ceives there would be a m uch g re a te r 
proportion of deaths. 
As we have a l­ 
ready state d , tw o thing s m ust be done 
to stu m p out this disease from o u r city. 
T he first is as fa r aa possible to isolate 
the p a tie n ts and th e second is to asc e r­ 
tain th e cause of th e disease an d re ­ 
move it as soon aH possible. It is quite 
probable th a t more cases of diphtheria 
result from contagion th an from the 
com m unication of the germ from sew ­ 
ers or w herever the original cause of 
the disease m ay lie. 
W h at can the board of health do to 
cope w ith th e epidemic? A pp aren tly it 
cannot do a n y th in g th a t will prove ef­ 
fective 
w ithout 
expending 
a 
little 


the rest of the fam ily and the neigh­ 
bors be protected. 
There is here a big problem for the 
board of health to solve, and we have 
no doubt as to the course the board 
would adopt if 
it had 
the 
necessary 
funds. 
T he present epidemic lins been 
ru nn in g too long already. 
It seem s th at the hest interests of 
the city 
reel ul re 
that 
the necessary 
fund* should 
be provided to stop the 
epidem ic at once and then stam p out 
the cause of It so th at the disease will 
give* no more trouble.

Riders, school children, and m any o th ­ 
ers. 
A t IO o’clock he w as 
escorted 
to 
N orth P ark, w here he spoke in the 
open a ir to an assem blage of 10,000 
people. 
An e n th u sia stic reception was 
accorded Col. Roosevelt when he rose 
to speak. 
V ice-P residen t Roosevelt in his a d ­ 
dress, declared th a t with the exception 
of the adm ission to statehood of C ali­ 
fornia, no o ther event em phasized in 
such d ram atic fashion the full m e a n ­ 
ing of the grow th of our country as 
did the in-com ing of Colorado, 
H e sketched the system of Colonial 
governm ent th at existed prior to th e 
settlem ent and grow th 
of 
Am erica, 
pointing out th a t up to that tim e 
no 
schem e had been devised un der which 
It was possible to preserve both n a ­ 
tional unity and individual freedom. 
H e said: 
“Some did b e tte r th a n o th e rs—E n g ­ 
land for instance, did fa r b etter th a n 
S p ain—but in no case were the colo­ 
nists treated us citizens of equal rig h ts 
in a com m on country. 
Oui- an cesto rs 
w ho were ut once th e strongest a lid 
th e most lib e rty -loving am o ng all th e 
peoples who had been th ru st out into 
new continents, were tile first to r e ­ 
volt against this sy stem : and the le s­ 
son tau g h t by th e ir success has been 
thoroughly learned. 
“In applying th e new principles to 
o u r conditions we have found the fetl-

The system

closely 
• knit and indestructible union of free 
com m onw ealths has enabled us to do 
w hat neither G reek nor R om an in their 
greatest days could do. 
“ We have completed the unity cif an 
expanding race without impairing in the 
slightest degree the liberty of the indi­ 
vidual. 
When in a given locality the 
settlers became sufficiently 
mimero is. 
thee were admitted 
to statehood and 
thenceforward shuted all lbs lights and 
all the duties of th'- citizens* of the oldest 
states. 
As with Columbus and the egg. 
tile expedient seems obvious t nough now­ 
adays; but then it was so novel that a 
couple' of generations; had to pass before 
we ourselves thoroughly grasped all its 
features. 
At last we grew to accept us 
axiomatic 
the tvvHi facts of 
national 
union and Ural and personal freedom. As 
whatever is axiomatic seems

place. we now tend to accept what lins 
been accomplished as a mere m atter of 
course.

'Where a child has diphtheria let it 
be Isolated and placed In charue of a 
nurse or of tts" mother. If the patient 
cannot be Ro>lBolated at home the board 
. of health should provide a cottage for 


the purpose. Those cottages once used 
for the smallpox patients might be 
used In this way; otherwise 
It would 


pay the board of health to hire a large 
house to be used as a hospital for diph- 
theria patients and 
then 
Insist that 


every diphtheria patient In the 
city 


should EO there for treatment and care. 
Jn this way the danger of contagion 
•would bft lai'KOly reduced. We know of 
cases where one child In a largo family 
contracted the disease and communi- 
cated It to several of the others simply 
by contact. The children who belon? 
to the same family before they wore 
taken down with the disease were free, 
to go out around the streets and min- 
gle with others who were not aware of 
the* danger.

The first Is a s f a r as possible to Isolate 
the p a tie n ts an d th e second Is to asc e r­ 
tain the cause of th* disease a n d re ­ 
move it as soon a s possible.

ing of the growth of our country as 
did the in-roming of Colorado. 
He sketched the system of Colonial 


government that existed prior lo the 
settlement nnd growth 
of 
America, 


pointing: out that up lo ihnt time no 
scheme had been devised under \vhit-h 
it was possible to preservp Tjoili no - 
tlonal unity and 
Individual freedom.

He Talked on the Growth of 


America

C O LO RA DO S P R IN G S , Col., Aug. 2.

city, Theodore 
Roosevelt, vice-p resid ent of the U n it­ 
ed States, spoke on “T he G row th of 
th e W est d u rin g th e last q u a rte r of a 
century.” 
Col. R oosevelt w as welcomed w hen 
h e arriv e d d u rin g th? m orning by Gov. 
O rm an d and staff, 
veterans, 
Rough 
R iders, school children, and m an y o th ­ 
ers. 
A t IO o’clock he w as 
escorted 
to 
N o rth P ark , w here he spoke in the 
open a ir to an assem blage of 10,000 
people. 
An en th u siastic reception w as 
accorded Col. Roosevelt when he rose 
to speak. 
V ice-P residen t Roosevelt in his a d ­ 
dress, declared th a t with the exception 
of th e adm ission to statehood of C ali­ 
fornia, no o th er event em phasized in 
such d ra m a tic fashion the full m e a n ­ 
ing of th e g row th of our c ou ntry as 
did the in-com ing of Colorado. 
H e sketched th e sy stem of Colonial 
g ov ern m ent th a t existed prior to the 
zettlem ent and grow th 
of 
A m erica, 
pointing out th a t up to th a t tim e 
no 
schem e had been devised u nd er w hich 
It w as possible to preserve both n a ­ 
tional un ity an d individual freedom. 
H e said: 
“Some did b e tte r th an o th e rs—E n g ­ 
land for instance, did fa r b etter th an 
S p ain—-but in no case were th e colo­ 
nists tre ate d as citizens of equal rig h ts 
In a com m on country. 
O ur an cestors 
w ho were at once th e stro n g est and 
th e m ost lib erty-lov in g am o ng all th e 
peoples who hud been th ru st ou t into 
new continents, w ere the first to re ­ 
volt agamist this sy stem ; and th e le s­ 
son ta u g h t by th eir success h as been 
th oroughly learned. 
“In applying the new principles to 
o u r conditions we have found the fed ­ 


eral constitution a nearly perfect i n ­ 
stru m ent. 
T h e system 
of a closely 
knit and indestructible union of free 
com m onw ealths h a s enabled us to do, 
w hat neither G reek nor R om an in their 
g reatest days could do. 
“ \V> have completed the unity of an 
expanding race without Impairing in tile 
slightest degree the liberty of the indi­ 
vidual. 
When in a given locality the 
settlers became sufficiently 
numerous, 
they were admitted 
to statehood and 
thenceforward shared all the rights and 
all tho duties of the citizens of tile oldest 
states. 
Aa with Columbus and the egg, 
the expedient seems Obvious enough now­ 
adays; but then it w as so novel that a 
couple of generations had to pass before 
we ourselves thoroughly grasped all tis 
features. 
At last we grew to accept as 
axiomatic 
the two facts of 
national 
union and local and personal freedom. As 
whenever is axiomatic seems 
common­ 
place, we now tend to accept w hat has 
been accomplished as a nu re m atter of 
•course. 
The very completeness 
with 
which the vitally important task has been 
done almost blinds us to the extraordin­ 
ary nature of the achievement.” 
Mr. Roosevelt paid 
a strong tribute 
to the men who “greatly dared and great­ 
ly did." to tho winning of the west and 
the “great epic feature in the history 
of our race.” 
In conclusion he said: 
“ For the sake 
not oui)' of ourselves but of our children 
and our children’s children, we must see 
that this nation Ste rids for strength and 
honesty both at home and abroad. 
In 
our Internal policy we cannot afford to 
rest satisfied until all that the govern­ 
ment can do has been done to secure fair 
drilling and equal justice as between man 
and man 
In the great part which here­ 
after, whether we will or not, we must 
play in the world at large let us see to 
it that we neither do wrong nor shrink 
from doing right becasse the right is 
difficult; that on the one hand we inflict 
no Injury and that on the other hand we 
have a due regard fi r the honor and the 
Interest of our mighty nation; and that 
we keep unsullied the renown of the ti g 
which beyond all others of the present 
time or of the ages of the past Stands for 
confident faith In the welfare and great­ 
ness of mankind.”

nurse or of Its mother. If the patlerrt 
carinbt be scHsolated at home the board 
of health should provide a cottage for 
the purpose. Those cottages once used 
tor the smnllpox patients 
might be 


used In this way; otherwise it would 
pay the board of health to hire a large 
house to be used as a hospital for diph- 
theria patients ami 
then insist that

The aile of the* Belvidere Woolen railla 
oc W arn sit falls was the scene ol one 
OI the «ally efforts of individuals to es­ 
ta! iteh a textile mill, and for many year» 
th* waler power at that point was under 
the control «if Cliver M. Whipple, who 
did all in his power to encourage Indi­ 
vidual effort, not only In textile, but In 
other lines of manufacturing.

Thomas Burd for $2500 a tract of land 
containing ten acres with the

(Jn Alay .ll, 1S21. lit* purchased for $ivJ0 
a tract of land in Belvidere, on the east 
side of the Concord river with "a right to 
build any mill or mille on the east side 
of the Concord river below the mill darn 
running from said Hurd's factory un the 
v,'< st :•ade ol said river to the easterly 
side thereof; also «1 privilege to draw aud 
use the water front the mill pond above 
said darn, for the purpose of 
carrying 
said mill or mills; tin* said Burd reserv­ 
ing lo himself, his heirs and assigns the 
fir eu ami exclusive right to the lase of 
xuffk b u t water tram said poiid to carry 
a fulling mill and three breast wheels. 
Winthrop Howe erected a mill and be­ 
gan to manufacture flannel», using bund 
looms until 1828, when he sold the mill, 
with not quite two acres of land and the 
busim.-s for $4000 to Harrison G. Howe 
who introduced power looms Into the mill 
and conducted the busine?» until January 
2, 1X32, when he Hold the property for

Samuel F. 
Barly aud Thomas lh Park. 
They made 
a .mc improvement in the property which 
they sold Jmy J, 1X34, to Whitwell, Seav- 
»*r Ar Bond for $26,000. 
The property then 
consisted of a flannel mill, 
a 
two-story 
b u i l d i n g southwest of the factory, a small 
bleaching holist*, drying house, dyelmuse, 
a two-story dwelling house and the iHiid 
on which the buildings stood. 
The new firm consisted of George Bond, 
Samuel \\ hitwell. Benjamin Heui'er and 
William Bond, who operated the 
mill 
until I BIB, Winn the property w as sold to 
Karnswortn, Baker «St Hid, who engaged 
Charles Stott as r.gent. 
Ho was born 
August 21, 1799, 
at Rochdale, England, 
and at seven year» of age began work 
in a Woolen mill, working from 5 In the 
morning until ten at night. 
He was am ­ 
bitious to become som ething more than 
un ordinary workman, and 
to further 
that ambition he gave close attention to 
all the details of the business, and soon 
atter attaining his majority he started in 
business 
for 
himself. 
This 
venture 
proved unsuccessful, and In 1826 he sailed 
for America, landing In Boston with but 
two shillings In his pocket. 
He obtain­ 
ed work in oui* of the woolen mills In 
Andover, and In PCX w-lth three associ­ 
ates he began to operate the Merrimack 
sometimes called the Navy Yard mills. 
in Dracut, where hi* remained until he 
accepted tho agency of 
the Belvidere 
mills. 
In I860 ie* and Walter Farnsworth pur- 
eliusrd the Interests of George HIU and 
Elipint Ie Baker, and by this purchase they 
also acquired the stone mill at Whipple's 
nun*. 
At an early.h our on the morn­ 
ing of Nov. 16. 1X52. the Belvidere f e n ­ 
nel mill wus totally destroyed bv fire the 
watchman losing hie life .’
